The lulnre of the forest that has 
been heavily turpentined by the box 
system la speedy decay and death. 

Tne cu| -ind-gutter ayatem is fully 
deactibed in Bulletin 40, entitled "A 
New Method of Turpentining Or- 
charding, just Issued by the Bureau 
of Forestry, and by Citculsr 3). which 
was sent out to turpentine operators 
several weeks ago. Briefly, the 
equipment consists of an earthen cup 
attached to the tree beneath Its aacri- 
fied face and serving to catch the res- 
in which drips from the two galvan- 
ized Iron gutters shove. The earthen 
enp takes the place of the Injuilniis 
box, or hole cot in the tree, but the 
new B|ratem may be applied to boxed 
aa well an to unboxed timber. 

The enp-and gutter system works 
to great advantage both for the tur- 
pentining operator and the owner of 
timberlandn It aasures the lormer 
an Immediate Increased profit at very 
little additional expense, and bem fits 
the latter by inflicting the least pos- 
sible damage to his timber. The 
new system has many additional ad- 
ditional advantages. No change Is 
neceanary in the labor ot cnttlng faces 
on the trees. In which the negroes of 
the turpentine belt are especially 
Skillful. The placing of the iqiilp- 
ment, which Is extremely simple In 
constrnctloa and may be fitted to 
trees of all slzrs, is easily done by the 
regular turpentine laborer. It Is held 
so firmly In place aa not easily to be 
destroyed by accident, and yet It may 
be easily and cheaply lemoved at the 
end of the season. 

Turpentine operators and timber- 
land owners who have seen the la-. 
suits ot the enp-and gutter system 
are enthusiastic about It. It means 
much for the turpentine industry; 
much also fur the owners of southern 
pine lauds, who have seen their fine 
timber land laid waste by the des- 
tructive boxing. A method of tur- 
pentining that irfllcta ao little dam- 
age on the trees Is a most Important 
factor in the problem ol preserving 
southern timberlandn, and a.a such it 
marks another advance in the prog- 
ress of forestry.

The turpentine indnilry Is receiv- 
ing the benefit ot a discovery by Dr. 
Charles H. Hetty, an expert ol the 
Bureau ot Forestry, the Importauce 
of which may be reellzed by the enor- 
mons gain In profits It aecnree for 
the turpentine operator. By a new 
method of tapping trees, called the 
cup- ind-gnlter eystem. Dr. Herty 
has Mcnted an Incresae over the old 
method ol ry per cent of turpentine, 
besidee uniformly high grades of 
roeln. 

The demonatiatlon of thia Increatc 
is baaed on carelnl and elaborate en- 
pcrlments conducted by Dr. Herty at 
Ocilla, Ga. One half of a first, a 
second, e third, and a lonrth-year 
crop was managed by the box-and- 
f utter eyetem. Hvery effort waa 
made to have the conditions in the 
two divisions exactly almllar and to 
make the corapariaon a jnat one. 
The Increaaed ontpnt of ay per cent 
secured by the enp-and-gntter eyetem 
during the acuaon ol ivva is gnaraa- 
tced by Dr, Herty as being abaolBtely 
reliable for the turpentine orchard at 
Oollla, Ga , and he bellevee there is 
no reason lor not accepting iUaa repre 
aentative ol the increase that may be 
aecnred by this system tbronghont 
the torpeatine belt. 

The experiments of 19 >s showed 
the following gains ol the cup aud 
gutter over the boi ayatem on a baals 
ol the crop.
